Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

‘‘(2) CONDITIONAL DETERMINATION.—A deter-11

mination of the retired grade of an officer shall be 12

resolved following a conditional determination under 13

subsection (a)(2) or (b)(2) if the investigation of or 14

personnel action against the officer or warrant offi-15

cer, as applicable, results in adverse findings. 16

‘‘(3) RETIRED PAY; RECALCULATION.—If the 17

retired grade of an officer is reduced, the retired pay 18

of the officer under chapter 71 of title 10 shall be 19

recalculated, and any modification of the retired pay 20

of the officer shall go into effect on the effective date 21

of the reduction in retired grade. 22

‘‘(d) FINALITY OF RETIRED GRADE DETERMINA-23

TIONS.— 24
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‘‘(1) ADMINISTRATIVE FINALITY.—Except as 1

otherwise provided by law, a determination of the re-2

tired grade of an officer pursuant to this section is 3

administratively final on the day the officer is re-4

tired, and may not be reopened. 5

‘‘(2) REOPENING DETERMINATION.—A deter-6

mination of the retired grade of an officer may be 7

reopened as follows: 8

‘‘(A) If the retirement or retired grade of 9

the officer was procured by fraud. 10

‘‘(B) If substantial evidence comes to light 11

after the retirement that could have led to a 12

lower retired grade under this section if known 13

by competent authority at the time of retire-14

ment. 15

‘‘(C) If a mistake of law or calculation was 16

made in the determination of the retired grade. 17

‘‘(D) In the case of a retired grade fol-18

lowing a conditional determination under sub-19

section (a)(2) or (b)(2), if the investigation of 20

or personnel action against the officer, as appli-21

cable, results in an adverse finding. 22

‘‘(E) If the Secretary determines, pursuant 23

to regulations prescribed by the Secretary, that 24
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good cause exists to reopen the determination 1

or certification. 2

‘‘(3) NOTIFICATION OF REOPENING.—If a de-3

termination or certification of the retired grade of 4

an officer is reopened, the Secretary— 5

‘‘(A) shall notify the officer of the reopen-6

ing; and 7

‘‘(B) may not make an adverse determina-8

tion on the retired grade of the officer until the 9

officer has had a reasonable opportunity to re-10

spond regarding the basis of the reopening. 11

‘‘(4) RETIRED PAY; RECALCULATION.—If the 12

retired grade of an officer is reduced through the re-13

opening of the officer’s or warrant officer’s retired 14

grade, the retired pay of the officer under chapter 15

71 of title 10 shall be recalculated, and any modi-16

fication of the retired pay of the officer shall go into 17

effect on the effective date of the reduction of the 18

officer’s retired grade.’’. 19

SEC. 202. CONGRESSIONAL AFFAIRS; DIRECTOR. 20

SEC. 204. AUTHORITY FOR OFFICERS TO OPT OUT OF PRO-17

MOTION BOARD CONSIDERATION. 18

(a) ELIGIBILITY OF OFFICERS FOR CONSIDERATION 19

FOR PROMOTION.—Section 2113 of title 14, United States 20

Code, is amended by adding at the end the following: 21

‘‘(g)(1) Notwithstanding subsection (a), the Com-22

mandant may provide that an officer may, upon the offi-23

cer’s request and with the approval of the Commandant, 24
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be excluded from consideration by a selection board con-1

vened under section 2106(a). 2

‘‘(2) The Commandant shall approve a request under 3

paragraph (1) only if— 4

‘‘(A) the basis for the request is to allow the of-5

ficer to complete a broadening assignment, advanced 6

education, another assignment of significant value to 7

the Coast Guard, a career progression requirement 8

delayed by the assignment or education, or a quali-9

fying personal or professional circumstance, as de-10

termined by the Commandant; 11

‘‘(B) the Commandant determines the exclusion 12

from consideration is in the best interest of the 13

Coast Guard; and 14

‘‘(C) the officer has not previously failed of se-15

lection for promotion to the grade for which the offi-16

cer requests the exclusion from consideration.’’. 17

(b) ELIGIBILITY OF RESERVE OFFICER FOR PRO-18

MOTION.—Section 3743 of title 14, United States Code, 19

is amended to read as follows: 20

‘‘§ 3743. Eligibility for promotion 21

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in subsection 22

(b), a Reserve officer is eligible for consideration for pro-23

motion and for promotion under this subchapter, if that 24

officer is in an active status. 25
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‘‘(b) EXCEPTION.—A Reserve officer who has been 1

considered but not recommended for retention in an active 2

status by a board convened under subsection 3752(a) of 3

this title, is not eligible for consideration for promotion. 4

‘‘(c) REQUEST FOR EXCLUSION.— 5

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Commandant may pro-6

vide that an officer may, upon the officer’s request 7

and with the approval of the Commandant, be ex-8

cluded from consideration by a selection board con-9

vened under section 3740(b) of this title to consider 10

officers for promotion to the next higher grade. 11

‘‘(2) APPROVAL OF REQUEST.—The Com-12

mandant shall approve a request under paragraph 13

(1) only if— 14

‘‘(A) the basis for the request is to allow 15

an officer to complete a broadening assignment, 16

advanced education, another assignment of sig-17

nificant value to the Coast Guard, a career pro-18

gression requirement delayed by the assignment 19

or education, or a qualifying personal or profes-20

sional circumstance, as determined by the Com-21

mandant; 22

‘‘(B) the Commandant determines the ex-23

clusion from consideration is in the best inter-24

est of the Coast Guard; and 25
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‘‘(C) the officer has not previously failed of 1

selection for promotion to the grade for which 2

the officer requests the exclusion from consider-3

ation.’’. 4

SEC. 205. TEMPORARY PROMOTION AUTHORITY FOR OFFI-5

CERS IN CERTAIN GRADES WITH CRITICAL 6

SKILLS. 7

(a) IN GENERAL.—Chapter 21 of title 14, United 8

States Code, is amended by inserting after section 2129 9

the following: 10

‘‘§ 2130. Promotion to certain grades for officers with 11

critical skills: captain, commander, lieu-12

tenant commander, lieutenant 13

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—An officer in the grade of lieu-14

tenant (junior grade), lieutenant, lieutenant commander, 15

or commander, who is described in subsection (b) may be 16

temporarily promoted to the grade of lieutenant, lieuten-17

ant commander, commander, or captain under regulations 18

prescribed by the Secretary. Appointments under this sec-19

tion shall be made by the President, by and with the advice 20

and consent of the Senate. 21

‘‘(b) COVERED OFFICERS.—An officer described in 22

this subsection is any officer in a grade specified in sub-23

section (a) who— 24
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‘‘(1) has a skill in which the Coast Guard has 1

a critical shortage of personnel (as determined by 2

the Secretary); and 3

‘‘(2) is serving in a position (as determined by 4

the Secretary) that— 5

‘‘(A) is designated to be held by a lieuten-6

ant, lieutenant commander, commander, or cap-7

tain; and 8

‘‘(B) requires that an officer serving in 9

such position have the skill possessed by such 10

officer. 11

‘‘(c) PRESERVATION OF POSITION AND STATUS OF 12

OFFICERS APPOINTED.— 13

‘‘(1) The temporary positions authorized under 14

this section shall not be counted among or included 15

in the list of positions on the active duty promotion 16

list. 17

‘‘(2) An appointment under this section does 18

not change the position on the active-duty list or the 19

permanent, probationary, or acting status of the of-20

ficer so appointed, prejudice the officer in regard to 21

other promotions or appointments, or abridge the 22

rights or benefits of the officer. 23

‘‘(d) BOARD RECOMMENDATION REQUIRED.—A tem-24

porary promotion under this section may be made only 25
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upon the recommendation of a board of officers convened 1

by the Secretary for the purpose of recommending officers 2

for such promotions. 3

‘‘(e) ACCEPTANCE AND EFFECTIVE DATE OF AP-4

POINTMENT.—Each appointment under this section, un-5

less expressly declined, is, without formal acceptance, re-6

garded as accepted on the date such appointment is made, 7

and a member so appointed is entitled to the pay and al-8

lowances of the grade of the temporary promotion under 9

this section beginning on the date the appointment is 10

made. 11

‘‘(f) TERMINATION OF APPOINTMENT.—Unless soon-12

er terminated, an appointment under this section termi-13

nates— 14

‘‘(1) on the date the officer who received the 15

appointment is promoted to the permanent grade of 16

lieutenant, lieutenant commander, commander, or 17

captain; 18

‘‘(2) on the date the officer is detached from a 19

position described in subsection (b)(2), unless the of-20

ficer is on a promotion list to the permanent grade 21

of lieutenant, lieutenant commander, commander, or 22

captain, in which case the appointment terminates 23

on the date the officer is promoted to that grade; or 24
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‘‘(3) when the appointment officer determines 1

that the officer who received the appointment has 2

engaged in misconduct or has displayed substandard 3

performance. 4

‘‘(g) LIMITATION ON NUMBER OF ELIGIBLE POSI-5

TIONS.—An appointment under this section may only be 6

made for service in a position designated by the Secretary 7

for the purposes of this section. The number of positions 8

so designated may not exceed the following percentages 9

of the respective grades: 10

‘‘(1) As lieutenant, 0.5 percent. 11

‘‘(2) As lieutenant commander, 3.0 percent. 12

‘‘(3) As commander, 2.6 percent. 13

‘‘(4) As captain, 2.6 percent.’’. 14

(b) CLERICAL AMENDMENT.—The analysis at the be-15

ginning of such chapter is amended by adding at the end 16

the following new item: 17

‘‘2130. Promotion to certain grades for officers with critical skills: colonel, lieu-

tenant colonel, major, captain; captain, commander, lieutenant 

commander, lieutenant.’’. 

SEC. 206. CAREER INTERMISSION PROGRAM. 18

(a) IN GENERAL.—Subchapter I of chapter 25 of title 19

14, United States Code, is amended by adding at the end 20

the following: 21
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‘‘§ 2514. Career flexibility to enhance retention of 1

members 2

‘‘(a) PROGRAMS AUTHORIZED.—The Commandant 3

may carry out a program under which members of the 4

Coast Guard may be inactivated from active service in 5

order to meet personal or professional needs and returned 6

to active service at the end of such period of inactivation 7

from active service. 8

‘‘(b) PERIOD OF INACTIVATION FROM ACTIVE SERV-9

ICE; EFFECT OF INACTIVATION.— 10

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The period of inactivation 11

from active service under a program under this sec-12

tion of a member participating in the program shall 13

be such period as the Commandant shall specify in 14

the agreement of the member under subsection (c), 15

except that such period may not exceed three years. 16

‘‘(2) EXCLUSION FROM YEARS OF SERVICE.— 17

Any service by a Reserve officer while participating 18

in a program under this section shall be excluded 19

from computation of the total years of service of 20

that officer pursuant to section 14706(a) of title 10. 21

‘‘(3) EXCLUSION FROM RETIREMENT.—Any pe-22

riod of participation of a member in a program 23

under this section shall not count toward— 24
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‘‘(A) eligibility for retirement or transfer 1

to the Ready Reserve under either chapter 571 2

or 1223 of title 10; or 3

‘‘(B) computation of retired or retainer 4

pay under chapter 71 or 1223 of title 10. 5

‘‘(c) AGREEMENT.—Each member of the Coast 6

Guard who participates in a program under this section 7

shall enter into a written agreement with the Commandant 8

under which that member shall agree as follows: 9

‘‘(1) To accept an appointment or enlist, as ap-10

plicable, and serve in the Coast Guard Ready Re-11

serve during the period of the inactivation of the 12

member from active service under the program. 13

‘‘(2) To undergo during the period of the inac-14

tivation of the member from active service under the 15

program such inactive service training as the Com-16

mandant shall require in order to ensure that the 17

member retains proficiency, at a level determined by 18

the Commandant to be sufficient, in the military 19

skills, professional qualifications, and physical readi-20

ness of the member during the inactivation of the 21

member from active service. 22

‘‘(3) Following completion of the period of the 23

inactivation of the member from active service under 24

the program, to serve two months as a member of 25
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the Coast Guard on active service for each month of 1

the period of the inactivation of the member from 2

active service under the program. 3

‘‘(d) CONDITIONS OF RELEASE.—The Commandant 4

shall prescribe regulations specifying the guidelines re-5

garding the conditions of release that must be considered 6

and addressed in the agreement required by subsection 7

(c). At a minimum, the Commandant shall prescribe the 8

procedures and standards to be used to instruct a member 9

on the obligations to be assumed by the member under 10

paragraph (2) of such subsection while the member is re-11

leased from active service. 12

‘‘(e) ORDER TO ACTIVE SERVICE.—Under regula-13

tions prescribed by the Commandant, a member of the 14

Coast Guard participating in a program under this section 15

may, in the discretion of the Commandant, be required 16

to terminate participation in the program and be ordered 17

to active service.

overview of such usage, and a discussion of the 11

mission effectiveness of such systems, including 12

any benefits realized or risks or negative as-13

pects of such usage. 14

(B) A prioritized list of Coast Guard mis-15

sion requirements that could be met with addi-16

tional unmanned maritime systems, and the es-17

timated costs of acquiring and operating such 18

systems. 19

(c) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 20

(1) UNMANNED MARITIME SYSTEMS.— 21

(A) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘‘unmanned 22

maritime systems’’ means remotely operated or 23

autonomous vehicles produced by the commer-24

cial sector designed to travel in the air, on or 25
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under the ocean surface, on land, or any com-1

bination thereof, and that function without an 2

on-board human presence.

(i) Unmanned undersea vehicles. 6

(ii) Unmanned surface vehicles. 7

(vi) Autonomous aerial vehicles. 11

(2) AVAILABLE UNMANNED MARITIME SYS-12

TEMS.—The term ‘‘available unmanned maritime 13

systems’’ includes systems that can be purchased 14

commercially or are in use by the Department of 15

Defense or other Federal agencies. 16

SEC. 403. EXPEDITED TRANSFER IN CASES OF SEXUAL AS-17

SAULT; DEPENDENTS OF MEMBERS OF THE 18

COAST GUARD. 19

Not later than 180 days after the date of the enact-20

ment of this Act, the Commandant of the Coast Guard 21

shall establish a policy to allow the transfer of a member 22

of the Coast Guard whose dependent is the victim of sex-23

ual assault perpetrated by a member of the Armed Forces 24

who is not related to the victim. 25

SEC. 412. SENSE OF THE CONGRESS ON THE NEED FOR A 12

NEW GREAT LAKES ICEBREAKER. 13

(a) FINDINGS.—The Congress finds the following: 14

(1) The Great Lakes shipping industry is cru-15

cial to the American economy, including the U.S. 16

manufacturing base, providing important economic 17

and national security benefits. 18

(2) A recent study found that the Great Lakes 19

shipping industry supports 237,000 jobs and tens of 20

billions of dollars in economic activity. 21

(3) United States Coast Guard icebreaking ca-22

pacity is crucial to full utilization of the Great Lakes 23

shipping system, as during the winter icebreaking 24

season up to 15 percent of annual cargo loads are 25
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delivered and many industries would have to reduce 1

their production if Coast Guard icebreaking services 2

were not provided. 3

(4) Six of the Coast Guard’s nine icebreaking 4

cutters in the Great Lakes are more than 30 years 5

old and are frequently inoperable during the winter 6

icebreaking season, including those that have com-7

pleted a recent service life extension program. 8

(5) During the previous 10 winters, Coast 9

Guard Great Lakes icebreaking cutters have been in-10

operable for an average of 65 cutter-days during the 11

winter icebreaking season, with this annual lost ca-12

pability exceeding 100 cutter-days, with a high of 13

246 cutter-days during the winter of 2017–2018. 14

(6) The 2019 ice season provides further proof 15

that current Coast Guard icebreaking capacity is in-16

adequate for the needs of the Great Lakes shipping 17

industry, as only six of the nine icebreaking cutters 18

are operational and millions of tons of cargo was not 19

loaded or was delayed due to inadequate Coast 20

Guard icebreaking assets during a historically aver-21

age winter for Great Lakes ice coverage. 22

(7) The Congress has authorized the Coast 23

Guard to acquire a new Great Lakes icebreaker as 24

capable as Coast Guard Cutter MACKINAW 25
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(WLBB–30), the most capable Great Lakes ice-1

breaker, and $10 million has been appropriated to 2

fund the design and initial acquisition work for this 3

icebreaker. 4

(8) The Coast Guard has not initiated a new 5

acquisition program for this Great Lakes icebreaker. 6

(b) SENSE OF THE CONGRESS.—It is the sense of 7

the Congress of the United States that a new Coast Guard 8

icebreaker as capable as Coast Guard Cutter MACKI-9

NAW (WLBB–30) is needed on the Great Lakes and the 10

Coast Guard should acquire this icebreaker as soon as pos-11

sible. 12

SEC. 413. CARGO PREFERENCE STUDY. 13

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Comptroller General of the 14

United States shall conduct an audit regarding the en-15

forcement of the United States cargo preference program 16

under section 55305 of title 46, United States Code. 17

(b) SCOPE.—The audit conducted under subsection 18

(a) shall include— 19

(1) a description of the agencies and organiza-20

tions required to comply with cargo preference re-21

quirements; 22

(2) an analysis of the compliance or noncompli-23

ance of such agencies and organizations with such 24

requirements, including details of— 25
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(A) the total amount of international 1

oceangoing cargo shipped by each such agency 2

and organization; and 3

(B) the percentage of such cargo shipped 4

on cargo preference-compliant vessels; and 5

(3) an overview of enforcement activities under-6

taken by the Maritime Administration from October 7

14, 2008, until the date of the enactment of this 8

Act, including a listing of all bills of lading collected 9

by the Maritime Administration during that period. 10

(c) REPORT.—Not later than one year after the date 11

of enactment of this Act, the Comptroller General shall 12

submit to the Committee on Transportation and Infra-13

structure of the House of Representatives and the Com-14

mittee on Commerce, Science, and Transportation of the 15

Senate a report detailing the results of the audit and pro-16

viding recommendations related to such results. 17

SEC. 414. INSIDER THREAT PROGRAM. 18

Not later than 180 days after the date of the enact-19

ment of this Act, the Commandant of the Coast Guard 20

shall brief the Committee on Transportation and Infra-21

structure of the House of Representatives and the Com-22

mittee on Commerce, Science, and Transportation of the 23

Senate on a plan to expand the Coast Guard Insider 24

(b) ASSESSMENT OF CULTURAL COMPETENCE.— 11

(1) CULTURAL COMPETENCE OF THE COAST 12

GUARD ACADEMY.—The arrangement described in 13

subsection (a) shall require the National Academy of 14
